Doctors at a Halifax hospi¬ 
tal were in the process of 
getting Howard Hyde 
psychological help shortly 
before his death, but 
police took him away to 
go to court, the Hyde 
inquiry heard yesterday. 

At the time, Hyde had re¬ 
cently been arrested and 
charged with assault. He was 
taken to a booking station 
where he struggled with po¬ 
lice and was Tasered. His 
heart stopped in the struggle 
but he was resuscitated and 
brought to the Queen Eliza¬ 


beth II Health Sciences Cen¬ 
tre. 

After three hours he was 
deemed medically stable but 
doctors were waiting for a 
psychiatric expert to see 
Hyde because he suffered 
from schizophrenia and was 
off his medication. 

Police had Hyde dis¬ 
charged before that could 
happen. One of Hyde’s po¬ 
lice escorts, Const. John 
Haislip, testified yesterday 
that he called back to the of¬ 
fice to give an update on his 
condition. Haislip said his 
commanding officer, Staff 
Sgt. Don Fox, said Hyde was 
there for medical reasons, 
not psychiatric ones, and 


was to be discharged if med¬ 
ically stable. 

According to Haislip, Fox 
said Hyde was to be taken to 
court later that day to face 
the assault charge and new 
charges of assaulting a po¬ 
lice officer. 

Dr. Janet 
MacIntyre 
agreed to dis¬ 
charge Hyde 
but wrote a 
note on his 
Health Infor¬ 
mation 
Transfer 
form that Hyde was to be re¬ 
turned to the QEII emer¬ 
gency room after court, un¬ 
less a judge had him sent for 


psychiatric treatment. 

That didn’t end up hap¬ 
pening. What did happen to 
the transfer form hasn’t yet 
been uncovered by the in¬ 
quiry. 

Haislip said he believed 
the doctor’s note would not 
have been passed onto 
Crown attorneys because it 
was not related to charges. 
He said no note was made 
on Hyde’s file because his 
commanding officer, Fox, 
never ordered him to do so. 

He also said he knew po¬ 
lice would not be able to re¬ 
turn Hyde to the emergency 
room because he would be 
in the custody of Sheriff 
Services at the time. 


to gauge 
kids' pain 

research Most parents 
teach their children it’s im¬ 
polite to spit, but Kristin 
Wilby, a first-year medical 
student at Halifax’s 
Dalhousie University, is en¬ 
couraging children to slob¬ 
ber and spit all over her re¬ 
search. 

Wilby is conducting a 
study to link chronic pain 
and children’s saliva. 

Wilby, with help from 
Dr. Christine Chambers, 
Canada research chair in 
pain and child health at the 
IWK Health Centre, hopes 
to find a better way to 
gauge pain in children, she 
said yesterday. 

“Right now we’re using 
what we call the ‘pain face’; 
when a child describes the 
amount of pain or stress 
they are in by looking at a 
picture of someone in 
pain,” Wilby said. 

The study looks at levels 
of the hormone cortisol, or 
the stress hormone, in sali¬ 
va before and after putting 
the child’s hand into a tub 
of 10 C water, she said. 

Children will chew on 
cotton swabs, and the hor¬ 
mone will painlessly be ex¬ 
tracted, a news release ex¬ 
plained yesterday. 

Wilby said it’s hard for 
children to put pain into 
words, especially young 
children who may have not 
experienced much pain in 
their lifetime. 

Her research team is look¬ 
ing for healthy children be¬ 
tween the ages of eight and 
12 to take part in the study.

report Nova Scotia’s over¬ 
all crime rate dipped by 
seven per cent last year 
and crime severity dropped 
nine per cent, statistics re¬ 
leased yesterday show. 

But that could be seen as 
cold comfort as the Canadi¬ 
an Centre for Justice Statis¬ 
tics report was released a 
day after shots were fired 
in the middle of the after¬ 
noon in the heart of Hali¬ 
fax. 

“When you have inci¬ 
dents like that in the day¬ 
time, in broad daylight, in 
a heavily populated area, in 
those cases, yes, there is an 
increased risk to the gener¬ 
al public,” Const. Brian Pal- 
meter, spokesman for Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police, said af¬ 
ter looking after the new 
stats himself. 

“But the majority of citi¬ 
zens are perfectly safe,” he 
emphasized. 

Both HRP and Halifax 
RCMP released their own 
stats early this year, show¬ 
ing that violent crime in¬ 
creased across the munici¬ 
pality during the first part

of this year. 

“There’s been a four per 
cent rise in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2009 compared to 
the same quarter for 2008,” 
he said. “We’ve acknowl¬ 
edged that there’s been a 
spike in these violent inci¬ 
dents ... and it’s certainly 
something we’re aware of 
and we’re addressing.” 

Halifax still sits above 
the national average in 
overall crime rate statis¬ 
tics. Justice Minister Ross 
Landry said in a news re¬ 
lease yesterday that “the 
province is working with 
municipalities to make No¬ 
va Scotia a safer, better 
place.”

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Navy buys back ship for $1 

Plan to make vessel into floating museum never panned out 
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For a mere buck, the Ar¬ 
tificial Reef Society of 
Nova Scotia sold the for¬ 
mer navy ship Fraser 
back to the Department 
of National Defence, the 
same low price the soci¬ 
ety bought it for more 
than a decade ago. 

The derelict vessel from 
the days of the Cold War 
made its journey from 
Bridgewater, where the 
boat had sat idle for years, 
back to Halifax Harbour 
yesterday. Navy spokes¬ 
man Cmdr. Mike Consi- 
dine told Metro she was 
expected to arrive at her 
new home between 8 and 
9 p.m. last night. 

“She’s being towed 
back to Halifax from La 
Have River,” he said yes¬ 
terday afternoon. “She’ll 
be alongside later this 
evening at the jetty in 
Dartmouth.” 

He said “the transfer of 
authority” took place yes¬ 
terday morning. While 


some were happy to see 
the unsightly ship go, oth¬ 
ers had high hopes for 
Fraser. The Artificial Reef 
Society had planned to 
turn her into a floating 
museum. 

“Despite their best in¬ 
tentions and plans, it had 
basically fallen into a 


state of repair that was a 
bit shabby,” Considine 
said. “There were com¬ 
plaints.” 

National Defence offi¬ 
cials initially met with so¬ 
ciety representatives last 
December, he said, when 
both sides decided revers¬ 
ing the transaction was 


the right thing to do. 

Considine said the next 
decision will be what to 
do with Fraser, adding 
there are “a number of 
disposal options,” includ¬ 
ing restoring her, sinking 
her “to create an artificial 
reef” or even “disposal by 
dismantling.” 


New rules coming for payday-loan industry

The regulations cap maxi¬ 
mum interest rates at 60 
per cent per year, cap maxi¬ 
mum flat-rate default fees 
to $40 and mandate the to¬ 
tal cost of borrowing must 
not exceed $31 per $100, 
the release said.

show of the Camp Out ex¬ 
cursion to a group of about 
20 people. 

Some of those in the au¬ 
dience spent the weekend 
at the campsite making 
’zines and audio record¬ 
ings focused around the 
history and activism of the 
province’s queer commu¬ 
nity. 

“Queer history doesn’t 
start with this slideshow or 
start with the first Pride 
march; it starts way before 
Europeans came to Nova 
Scotia and before it was 
Nova Scotia,” Edworthy 
said, paraphrasing a week¬ 
end history lesson. 


Some discussions at the 
camp “safe space” includ¬ 
ed homophobia within ru¬ 
ral communities. 

Baker, who studied an¬ 
thropology, said the preva¬ 
lent idea is that rural com¬ 
munities are less accepting 
of homosexuality, but the 
opposite is true in Nova 
Scotia. 

“(The campers) had been 
joking that they wanted to 
hit up a gay bar in Pictou, 
and they were laughing, 
and Catherine (a local) was 
like, ‘Well actually, there’s 
a queer event at this hall.’” 

The camp attracted all 
colours of the community, 
from as far away as South 
Korea along with others 
from Halifax and Pictou. 
One girl even hitchhiked 
to the event from P.E.I.

Assembly of First Nations 
Chief Phil Fontaine took 
the last day of his reign to 
address his people, and re¬ 
flect upon his leadership 
of Canadian Aboriginal 
Peoples over the past 
decade.

country and said every¬ 
thing has been done for 
the good of the people. 

Successes Fontaine 
touched on included im¬ 
proving band leadership 
representation between 
male and female elders, 
building relationships 
with the private sector and 


the $ 1.4-billion stimulus 
package to Aboriginals. 

Fontaine also spoke 
about the apology given 
on June 11, 2008 to the sur¬ 
vivors of residential 
schools and it is a start to 
the work that still needs to 
be done. “That work will 
be made so much easier by 
the apology and those 
words spoken by the prime 
minister.” 

Fontaine said the gap be¬ 
tween Aboriginals other 
Canadians in terms of 
housing, education and 
quality of life still needed 
to be addressed.

count for 22 per cent of 
adult inmates in Canadian 
jails, while representing 3 
per cent of the country’s 
population, according to a 
study released yesterday. 

Factors such as educa¬ 
tion, income and housing 
may help explain the dis¬ 
proportionate numbers, 
according to Statistics 
Canada. 

“Age, level of education, 
and employment status 
can only partially explain 
the representation of Abo¬ 
riginal adults incarcerated 
in Canadian prisons,” the 
study said. 

Researchers looked at 
data from Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, where four 
out of five inmates are 
Aboriginals despite mak¬ 
ing up 11 per cent of that 
province’s population. 


Comparison 

• In Nova Scotia, seven per 
cent of the inmate popula¬ 
tion is Aboriginal, comp¬ 
ared to two per cent of the 
population. 

• By comparison, in Alber¬ 
ta, 35 percent of the 
inmate population is Abo¬ 
riginal, compared to five 
per cent of the population. 

They found that incar¬ 
ceration rates correspond¬ 
ed to the level of education 
for both Aboriginals and- 
non Aboriginals aged 20 to 
34. Having a high school 
diploma or a job made peo¬ 
ple less likely to land in 
jail, although non-Aborigi- 
nals benefited more from 
having an education and 
steady income. 

The study is based on in¬ 
carceration rates calculat¬ 
ed as of May 16, 2006 — 
the day the last national 
census was taken.

Turning away from extreme

t was only a couple of 
years ago that the na¬ 
tive peoples were 
threatening to shut 
down parts of the 
country’s railway system at 
their national day of 
protest. One of the protest 
leaders was Teriy Nelson of 
Manitoba. He enthusiasti¬ 
cally declared that “we can 
shave $200 billion off the 
GDP of Canada.” 

Things have thankfully 
calmed down since then. 
Mr. Nelson is a candidate 
for the leadership of the 
Assembly of First Nations 
which will be decided in 
Calgaiy. 

But of the five contest¬ 
ants for the position his 
chances are deemed re¬ 
mote at best. The winner 
will likely be one of the 
more conservatively in¬ 
clined candidates, Shawn 
Atleo or John Beaucage. 

That’s surprising be-

cause the AFN has 
not exactly had an 
easy time with the 
Conservative govern¬ 
ment.

The 
Conservatives also 
did away with the 
Kelowna Accord, a $5- 
billion program of so¬ 
cial assistance. 

But under outgoing 
national chief Phil 
Fontaine, the First Na¬ 
tions have moved to 
see gains can better 
be made through con¬ 
ciliation. The leading 
candidates to succeed 
Fontaine are focusing 
on economic development. 
They want more invest¬ 


ment in housing 
and education to 
address their high 
cost of living. 

Education is high 
on the candidates’ 
agenda. It’s ap¬ 
palling that fund¬ 
ing for aboriginal 
students is $1,200 
less than the na¬ 
tional average. 

Shawn Atleo, the 
regional chief of 
the AFN for British 
Columbia, is seen 
as the frontrunner 
in the election, in 
good part because

about one-third of them 
are from B.C. The 42-year- 
old Atleo is pushing hard 
on education reform. His 
main challenger, John 
Beaucage, grand chief of 
the Union of Ontario Indi¬ 
ans, is an economist who 
favours more self-govern¬ 
ment. A third strong con¬ 
tender is Saskatchewan’s 
Periy Bellegarde, who is 
pressing for an overhaul 
of fiscal relations with Ot¬ 
tawa. AFN elections are 
hard to predict. In the past 
they have brought forward 
radicals like Mathew Coon 
Come. This time such an 
outcome is unlikely. 
Though their problems are 
enormous, though their 
living standards are em¬ 
barrassing in a country of 
such wealth, the First Na¬ 
tion chiefs appear content 
to favour pragmatism over 
extremism. 

How long that will last is 
the question.

Four modest proposals for a new AFN chief 



The Assembly of First Na¬ 
tions (AFN) is at a cross¬ 
roads as they vote for a 
new national chief today. 

The eventual winner 
must adopt reforms to put 
First Nations first. Among 
them: 

1) Become accountable. 

Results of the annual 
Frontier Centre for Public 
Policy Aboriginal Gover¬ 
nance Index, an on-the- 
ground survey of indige¬ 
nous people in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
found: 


• Close to half of all re¬ 
spondents reported fav¬ 
ours and payments were 
exchanged for votes. 

• About 74 per cent said 
members of the chief’s 
family disproportionately 
receive jobs in the commu¬ 
nity. 

• About 30 per cent 
knew of people removed 
from the community for 
political reasons through a 
band council resolution. 

• Sixty-two per cent said 
they “do not really” or 
“never” received access to 
the band’s business plan or 
financial statements. 

2) Recognize the central 
role of private property in 
promoting prosperity. 

The AFN is uniquely po-

sitioned to promote pri¬ 
vate property rights within 
First Nations, which would 
allow members to secure 
loans, build businesses and 
become self-reliant. Pre¬ 
venting development may 
look bold, but traps com¬ 
munities in poverty. 

3) Lead by example and 
reform the AFN. 

In 2005, the AFN’s Re¬ 
newal Commission called 
for drastic reforms, includ¬ 
ing adding a one-member, 
one-vote system for the na¬ 
tional chief. Do it. 

4) Stop playing politics. 


The AFN stalled major 
initiatives that would have 
improved the lives of in¬ 
digenous peoples: Axing 
the First Nation Gover¬ 
nance Act in 2003 allowed 
electoral fraud to contin¬ 
ue; the AFN’s call for a 
three-year period before 
human rights legislation 
can be mandated for re¬ 
serve governments ex¬ 
posed indigenous people 
to further oppression; re¬ 
cent calls to pull legisla¬ 
tion that grants equal mat¬ 
rimonial property for First 
Nation women leaves 
women more vulnerable.

Truth be told, I'm a bit of a 
closet greenie, which is 
why the Camry Hybrid 
suits me just fine. 

I don’t wear my respect 
for the environment like a 
badge — no beard, no san¬ 
dals, no baggy cargo shorts 
with 101 pockets. And I 
don’t feel the need to drive 
anything that shouts ‘hy¬ 
brid’ to passersby. 

The 2010 Camry Hybrid, 
save for subtle badging on 
the sides and trunk, is near¬ 
ly identical to its gas-pow¬ 
ered sibling. It enjoys same 
taut lines, wide shoulders 
and cladding-free sheet 
metal — and an even nicer 
front grille treatment. 

The 2010 Camry Hybrid 
is available in one model, 
powered by Toyota’s Hy¬ 
brid Synergy Drive system, 
which has been installed 
in more than one million 
hybrids since 1997. In this 
configuration, it mates a 
2.4-litre, 16-valve DOHC 
four cylinder gas engine 
with a high-torque electric 
motor, storage battery and 
energy management sys¬ 
tem. 

The system can deliver a 
combined 187 hp across a 
wide band of engine 
speeds. This is partly due 
to the electric motor’s abil¬ 
ity to deliver maximum 
torque almost instantly, 
unlike gas engines which 
do so at higher RPMs.

Will carrots and sticks do the trick? 



A cement mixer 
collides with a 
prison van.

That joke by Britain’s 
Ronnie Corbett has noth¬ 
ing to do with the topic of 
this column. 

But I figured a bunch of 
you would tune out imme¬ 
diately if I launched with 
the actual topic — the new 
proposed auto emissions 
regulations. 

Forging the right regula¬ 
tions is obviously a worth¬ 
while exercise, just not a 
particularly uplifting one, as 


it usually entails accusatory 
tones, convoluted excuses, 
and the spectre of repri¬ 
mands — not unlike a trip 
to the vice-principal’s office. 

But this round of regula¬ 
tion talk at least has the 
Obama factor in its favour. 
The “cool” U.S. president 
started the whole thing off 
this May when he an¬ 
nounced the new standard 
that roughly mirrors the 
proposed California clean 
air standard, and that it 
would be enacted by 2016, 


four years earlier than the 
original deadline of 2020. 

But the most novel as¬ 
pect of these tough new 
standards is that they 
would be national, replac¬ 
ing the patchwork of state 
legislation that so infuriat¬ 
ed the automakers. 

Some automakers and 
some industry watchers 
contend that consumers 
won’t buy these new su- 
per-duper fuel-efficient 
thingies — because the 
new standards will surely 


make them more expen¬ 
sive, and because many 
won’t fit their lifestyles. 

The evidence used by 
this camp is that many su¬ 
per-efficient vehicles are 
already on the market, and 
they’re not exactly flying 
off the shelves. 

That’s why some say the 
only way to change con¬ 
sumer behaviour here is to 
raise fuel prices WAY UP. 
That’s probably a bit too po¬ 
litical for most politicians. 

So we get this “stick” ap¬ 


proach being applied to the 
automakers, and some “car¬ 
rots” like Ontario’s proposal 
to offer rebates between 
$4,000 and $10,000 for plug¬ 
in hybrids and electric cars 
purchased after July 1,2010. 

Which way is best? 
That’s a debate not restrict¬ 
ed to the auto industry, 
and one we’re not going to 
solve today.

For 21 Inuit women in 
Nunavut, receiving their 
master’s degrees in educa¬ 
tion isn’t just a personal 
success, it’s a historic event 
marking the beginning of a 
bright future for the territo¬ 
ry- 

The 21 female educators 
were recently awarded the 
first graduate degrees ever 
presented in the young 
Canadian territory, proving 
that determination and 
hard work can make possi¬ 
ble the goal of having 
Nunavut’s education sys¬ 
tem one day run by its own 
people. 

The recipients all success¬ 
fully completed a three-year 
masters of education pro¬ 
gram led by the University 
of Prince Edward Island and 
also administered by 
Nunavut Arctic College and 
St. Francis Xavier University 
and funded by the Nunavut 
government. 

Dr. Fiona Walton, a pro¬ 
fessor of education at the 
UPEI who helped create the 
degree program, says the 
biggest challenge was to de¬ 
liver an academically rigor¬ 
ous program with a high 
standard of scholarship, 
presented in both English 
and the native Inuit lan¬ 
guage of Inuktitut. She says 
the students not only rose 
to the challenge but ex-

celled in the program. 

“English is a second lan¬ 
guage for every one of these 
graduates and they’ve 
worked very, very hard to 
get these degrees.

Shuvinai Mike, one of the 
21 graduates, believes the 
degrees she and her class¬ 
mates have received signal 
a shift towards Inuit values 
in Nunavut’s education sys¬ 
tem. 

“These degrees will help 
our people to enter leader¬ 
ship roles and say that our 
values and ways are the best 
ways for our people. That 
cultural identity really has 
to be part of the school sys¬ 
tem. We can now put a 
voice to our ways,” Mike 
said.

The world is full 
of breathtaking places no¬ 
body has ever heard of. 

“Dylan and I both travel 
often, and anytime we do, 
we’re always on the look¬ 
out for the sorts of weird 
places that are left out of 
traditional guidebooks 
and are ignored by the av¬ 
erage tourist,” says sci¬ 
ence journalist Joshua Fo- 
er, 26, speaking of himself 
and his friend Dylan 
Thuras, also 26. 

So they launched atlas 
obscura.com, which fea¬ 
tures such destinations. 

“If you live in Massachu¬ 
setts, you might know 
that there’s an incredible 
70-year-old house built en¬ 
tirely out of paper in the 
town of Roclcport.

Native rock Swagger 

Nunavut singer Lucie Id lout a 'fierce, alternative rocker' 



Nunavut rocker Lucie Idlout turned to music as a creative outlet 
for expressing not only her own dealings, but also those of her 
home community. Her latest album is called Swagger.

Long before becoming a 
rock songstress, Lucie 
Idlout considered a career 
in politics. 

“My area of interest was 
self-government and inter¬ 
national human rights for 
indigenous peoples,” says 
Idlout, who divides her time 
between Toronto and her 
hometown Iqaluit. “The 
problem was that every 
time a new government 
came in, we were forced to 
re-educate new ministers 
instead of moving forward 
in the rights of our peoples. 

“Because I took that to 
heart, it really got me down. 
I didn’t have the spirit for 
politics anymore.” 


Instead, she developed 
into what New Yorker 
magazine describes as a 
“fierce, alternative rocker” 
— possessing an edgy grit 
that could only come from 
someone used to bouncing 
between homes. Early in 
her life, Idlout’s father 
bolted from the family and 
her formative years were 
spent both in the Nunavut 
capital and Ottawa. 

Idlout turned to music as 
a creative outlet for ex¬ 
pressing not only her own 
dealings, but also those of 
her home community. The 
title cut of her first solo ef¬ 
fort, 2004’s E5-770, My 
Mother’s Name, stems from 
a 1940s-era Canadian feder¬ 
al government method of 
identifying Inuit people. 

“It seemed to me that

this acted as the first cen¬ 
sus for Inuit,” Idlout ex¬ 
plains. “But more impor¬ 
tantly, it was a system that 
they used to fail our chil¬ 
dren. The way the system 
worked back then was ‘get 
’em while they’re young’ 
in terms of colonization.” 

With punlc-fuelled defi¬ 
ance, Idlout also addresses 
issues of suicide and do¬ 
mestic violence — the lat¬ 
ter leading to an unexpect¬ 
ed campaign. The track 
Lovely Irene, from Idlout’s 
2009 sophomore effort 
Swagger, was converted in¬ 
to an acoustic number, An¬ 
gel Street, and grabbed the 


attention of Iqaluit mayor 
Elisapee Sheutiapik, who 
rechristened the street on 
which the city’s women’s 
shelter is housed. She later 
called upon other Canadi¬ 
an cities to name a street 
Angel in honour of women 
nationwide who have been 
victims of domestic vio¬ 
lence. 

Small wonder that Idlout 
was the ideal choice to open 
for The White Stripes dur¬ 
ing their visit to Iqaluit in 
2007. The media attention 
surrounding that visit also 
highlighted Iqaluit as quite 
the centre of arts activity — 
carvers, folk singers, metal- 
heads — beyond traditional 
throat singers and other 
Inuktitut-singing perform¬ 
ers. Much of that attention 
can be credited to the likes 


of Tanya Tagaq Gillis, a 
throat singer renowned for 
collaborating with Bjork, 
and folk-pop sensation Su¬ 
san Aglulcarlc. 


“Nowadays there are peo¬ 
ple who are coming up with 
even newer, contemporaiy 
forms of music that’s mar¬ 
ried to Inuktitut.”

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Succulent Grilled 
Steak with Crispy 
Potatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 round steak, 3/4 in. (2 
cm) thick 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) pepper 
4 medium baking 
potatoes, washed and 
sliced lengthwise into 1/2- 
in. (1-cm) slices 

CHIMICHURRI SAUCE: 

1/3 cup (75 ml) reduced- 
salt chicken stock 

1 tbsp (15 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

2 tbsp (10 ml) freshly 
squeezed lemon juice 

2 large garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh oregano or 1 tsp (5 
ml) dried oregano 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) crushed 
dried chilies, or to taste 
1 small onion, finely 
chopped 

1/2 cup (125 ml) finely 
chopped Italian parsley 

METHOD: 

1. Put all sauce ingredients 
in sealable plastic bag and 
shake to mix. Rub steak 
on both sides with half the 
pepper, then put steak in 
bag and close. Refrigerate 
30 minutes, or up to 2 
hours, turning once. 

2. Meanwhile, place wire 
cooling rack over paper 
towel. Bring potatoes, re¬ 


maining pepper and 
enough water to cover to 
boil in pot over high heat. 
Reduce heat to medium 
and simmer until potatoes 
are almost tender, 10 min¬ 
utes. Transfer potatoes to 
rack. Lightly coat potatoes 
on both sides with 
nonstick cooking spray 
(preferably olive oil). 

3. Remove steak from 
sauce. Boil sauce vigorous¬ 
ly in small pot 3 minutes, 
stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and 
cover to keep warm. 
Meanwhile, coat grill pan 
with nonstick cooking 
spray and set over 
medium-high heat. Cook 
steak and potatoes until 
steak is done to taste (3 to 
4 minutes on each side for 
medium-rare, 4 to 5 min¬ 
utes for medium) and po¬ 
tatoes are crispy, about 4 
minutes per side. Thinly 
slice steak across grain. Di¬ 
vide potato and steak 
slices among 4 plates. 
Spoon about 2 tbsp (25 ml) 
warm sauce over each 
serving.
